Mediators Hint Coal Strike End by Monday! 
'I Was Told to Lay Off Gambling Here,' Says Chief Fischer 
Police Head 
Takes Orders 
From Others 
Delay in Enforcing 
The Law 'Explained' 


"I wa» told to lay off the gam- 


bling: places until the middle of 
the week," Police Chief Harry J. 
Fischer told The Telegraph today. 


Chief Fischer answered a ques- 


tion on WHY no action had been 
taken against 
gambling 
until 


Wednesday when he had received 
a letter Saturday from State's At- 
torney Morey C. Pires demanding 
that lam against gambling be en- 
forced. 


Wednesday eight Dixon police- 


men covered Dixon with the in- 
tention of confiscating all gam, 
bling devices displayed openly. Po- 
lice «ald they were told to check 
•tore> and taverns where they 
knew gyp jars and sucker punch 
boards were pilfering coins from 
customers. 


Police 
Commissioner 
Forrest 


Bhawger *aid Thursday that he is- 
sued the order to Dixon police to 
crack down on gambling. 


Operator* of the boards and 


Jars, however. laughed at patrol- 
men. Several admitted they had 
been warned by two high city of- 
ficials before "raids" came off. 


"I work for a living and I take 


orders Just like everyone else." 
said Chief Fischer. 
The head of 


Dixon's police said he'd received 
the letter from Pires Saturdav but 
added he didn't do anything be- 
cause he'd been told to "lay off." 


According- to the revised ordi- 


nances for Dixon. only the com- 
missioner of public health and 
safety —Forrest Shawger —can 
give direct orders to the police 
chief. 


"Fre been on the fore* 19-years 


and nobody Is going to pin the 
leak on me," the chief said. 


The alarm warning the opera- 


tors of gambling gadgets to hide 
their gear apparently went out 
early. Almost 24 hours before po- 
lice were told to squelch gambling, 
private clubs in Dixon which oper- 
ate slots contrary to law, put their 
one-armed bandits in mothballs. 


The letters designed to end gam- 


bling- in Dixon and throughout Lee 
county also -went to Sheriff Gil- 
bert P. Finch. Chief Deputv Sher- 
iff Charles Redebaugh (currently

Costello, 
sometimes called 


"prime minister of the 
under- 


world," answered questions about 
himself in a copyrighted interview- 
published 
in 
the 
New York 


Herald Tribune. 


The interview came a few days 


after a group of 14 newspapers, 
including the 
Herald 
Tribune, 


launched a campaign to pool infor- 
mation in an effort to define the 
extent, modes of operation and 
other details of organized crime. 
The first story mentioned Costello. 


At a conference in Washington 


Wednesday of Attorney General 
McGrath's National Conference on 
Law Enforcement, Mayor de Les- 
seps Morrison of New Orleans 
described Costello as a former 
rum runner and more recently 
"Czar of the slot machine racket." 


Robert Montgomery, the motion 


picture actor and radio com- 
mentator 
has started a legal 


action calling for Costello's de- 
portation. 


In the interview, Costello de- 


clined to describe his business ac- 
tivities except to say they are all 
reported in his income tax returns, 
and to add: 


Night Club Operator 


"I hax'e a small interest in a 


night club in New Orleans."

This is not a scene 
taken in Dixon or any other spot in Lee county! My good- 
ness, XO! ! This scene was taken in another Illinois* county 
where law enforcement means something. It could NEVER 
happen in Lee County! ! 


Readers of The Dixon Evening Telegraph probablv noted 


in these columns last night, that State's Attorney Morey C. 
Pires advised Dixon law enforcement authorities bv regis- 
tered mail on Friday. Feb. 10, to clamp the lid tight on gam- 
bling. He even reminded these authorities of just how the 
law reads. 


So what happened? 
Nothing Absolutely nothing! 


Nothing, that is, until Mr. Pires wrote another letter on Feb. 
13 reminding the authorities of his first letter. Then the 
local law enforcement got busy. 


When we say "got busy"—we mean they got busv hav- 


ing the word passed to 'get the slots and gyp jars out quickly. 
We're going *b have to raid you tomorrow.' Of course, those 
aren't the exact words—but words to that effect. So what 
happens? By peering into a crystal ball, spots operating the 
slots and gyp jars suddenly decide to put them away. One 
club even got them completely off the premises. Then, after 
everything is out of sight. Dixon's finest—under the direc- 
tion of Police Commissioner Forrest Shawger and Police 
Chief Harry Fischer, bravely set out on "raids.' What a 
mockery! 


Do things begin to get a bit smelley along about here? 
Sheriff Gilbert Finch also received a letter from Mr. 
Pires. dated Feb. 10. 1950. Evidently, Mr. Finch either ac- 
knowledged it or talked to Mr. Pires about it. But did he DO 
anything about it? We'd like to have Sheriff Finch answer 
that question. For his information," slots were operating 
in the county at full blast over the week-end. Would they 
have been operating if Sheriff Finch had 'passed the word' 
along? We think not! ! 


But anyhow, folks, there you have it! Doesn't it smell?

New York. Feb. 17—(AP)—Dr. Raymond B. Allen, president of 


the University of Washington, said today that "intercollegiate sports 
will ultimately disappear" if there is unchecked subsidization of col- 
lege athletes. 


Responding to an Associated Press questionnaire on subsidization 


in college athletics. Dr. Allen was asked this question among others: 


"If subsidization, either open 


or sub rosa, continues un- 
checked what future do yon 
predict for American college 
sports?" 


His response was: "The 


question presupposes current 
and continued subsidization. 
If this assumption is correct, 
I would say that Intercol- 
legiate sports will ultimately 
disappear and that the field of 
amateur athletics will be left 
almost exclusively to the high 
schools and sandlots, who 
would then become the next 
victim of professionalism.

"This, it seems to me, is one of
